He Unites Mis Forces with those of Mexico fer the Pur- 
pose of Deatreyingthe Apaches. 
Avprvervreve, N. M., May 1 1—Colonel Unda 
chief-of-stalf of General Fuero, of the Chihua- 
hua army, who isin Elpasv, states that the 
movement of General Crook across the Mexi- 
ican border is not only approved by his gov- 
ernment, but that General Fuero has instruc- 
tions totake the field in charge of troops 
stationed in ‘Chihuahua, to co-operate 
with Genera! Crook on a grand Apache round: 
up. A line of the combined forces is 
being drawn around the savages that 
will be impossible ior them to 
break through. Colonel Unda believes that 
the blow struck this time will end in the 
utter annihilation of the raiding Apaches, 
The soldiers of the sister republic are anxious 
to be Jed against. the enemy, and under 
General Fuero, who has the name of being 
an jndian fighter, they hope to do good 
work. The faet of General Crook being in 
Old Mexico is not regarded by the Mexican 
government as a violation of the treaty be- 
tween the two countries.

MontGomery, Ala, May 11.—The United 
States court, Judge Bruce, has been in ses- 
sion since Monday. The grand jury is re 
ported busy with investigating violations of 
law dating back for years. It is hoped that 
if they go for any they will stretch for the 
big as well as the little ones, otherwise Uncle 
Sana’s empty treasury and the ends of justice 
are badly served. Brewster Cameron, of the 
department of justice, is stiil actively en- 
gaged here in connection with these matters. 

THE INDICTMENT OF STROBACH. 

Paul Strobach was appointed marshal of 

the southern and middle districts of Alabama 


about the time congress adjourned, and has 
held the office ever since. Before his appoint- 
ment special agenis of the department of 
justice were sent to Alabama to investigate 
the books and accounts of his predecessor, M. 
C. Osberne. They have been here on and oft 
since then, extending their investigations 
especially into the irregularities of the 
deputy marshals in rendering accounts. 
Brewster Cameron, cbhiefoi the special agents, 
has been here about a week. Strobach was 
deputy under Marsha! Turner, ia February 
and January, 1880. To day the grand jury of 
the United States district court returned five 
indictments against Strobach, charging fraud 
in bis accounts as deputy marshal. The ac- 
counts were for services rendered in arresting 
parties charged with depredating public 
lands in Covington county. The counts are 
five in number and contain certain items for 


mileage, alleged never to have 
been traveled, meals never eaten, guards 
never employed, and arrests never 
made, the whole amounting to $318. 


Strobach is under a bond of 32.000, ® He de- 
mands an immediate trial. The case will 
probably be tried to-morrow or Monday. The 
Indictments cause great excitement here, 
where Stobach is regarded as the leading man 
of his party. Heclaimsto have a good de- 
fense, and that the whole thing is a plot 
among the rlval factions in his party, (re- 
publican) toruin him and get him out of 
office.

.THE TERRORS OF MOTT STREET. 


Tlew the Policemen Misa the Sightsa—Frightful De- 
pravity of the Chinese Dena. 

New York, May 11.—The Heraid says that, 
Detective Eaglish and Sergeant Colgrove paid 
a visitat a late hour to several of the dens in 
Peil and Mott streets, but there were no chil- 
dren or women inthem at the time. ‘‘We 
all had the straight tip toget out of the way,”’ 
was an explanation given. On the same 
night the reporter watched the opium den at 
No. 17 Pell street in company with two gen- 
tlemen.- There was evidently something un- 
usual in the air, forthe lights were out in 
most of the shops, and the smeli 
of opium smoke was. very faint. 
Just before midnight a girl of about twelve 
years pushed her head out of the dark door- 
way and peered cautiously up and down the 
street. Then she stepped out on the sidewalk 
and stood beneath the lamp on the corner of 
Doyer street. Her hair was uncombed and 
her face was very white. As she stood full in 
the gaslight the reporter could see that her 
hand trembled as she raised it to her forehead 
wearily and walked toward Chatham street 
with an uncertain step. As she moved away 
two passing Chinamen spoke to her and she 
replied. A few minutes ‘later another girl of 
perhaps sixteen years emerged from the same

doorway. 
a can in her hand. After’ looking 
around cautiously for at least two 


minutes she returned to the gloomy doorway 
and called out another girl of about her own 
age and size. They chatted on the sidewalk 
for a little while and used shocking language. 
Then one of the pair walked across the strget 
and stopped near the reporter. The unfortu- 
nate girl’s face wore a terrible look. The eyes 
were fishy, the lips swelled and the cheeks 
bloated. One of the gentlemen present rec- 
ognized the giil and said he knew her name. 
She was ruined through opium, he said. 
Another young girl, with the usual white face 
and faltering step,came down to the door and 
she was soon joined by a woman with a ban- 
dage around her head, who appeared to be a 
person in authority. She spoke to the girls 
sharply about standing at the door. 

Just then a young Chinaman, dressed in 
American clothing, walked up the street and 
whispered to one of the girls. He then 
beckoned to two flashily dressed young men 
who were standing ina shadowy nook near 
by anda moment later the young men and 
girls were chatting at the door. Two China- 
men went into the hallway, but hurried out 
again asif alarmed. Two young girls went 
into the opium den at No. 18 Mott street, at 
about eleven o'clock and the reporter saw 
several girls go from No. 11 Mott street into a 
saloon at the corner of Chatham street, where 
they drank some beer. In someinstances the 
little ones were accompanied by hard looking 
females. Returning to No. 17 Pe:l street the 
reporter saw a roundsman of police stop at 
the door and chat with the woman whose 
head was bandaged. 

School Trustee Patrick H. McDonald, who 

is one of the committee appointed by the 
Catholic Young Men’s association to uproot 
theevilsof Chinatown, said yesterday that his 
residence was Opposite te No. I7 Pell street 
and that he knew »ersonally many of the 
little girls who smoked opium in the Chinese 
dens. 
‘Why,’ said he, ‘‘I have only to look out of 
my windows and into the windows of the 
houses across the street to see sights that are 
actually blood curdling. These Chinese dens 
are the most dangerous places for young girls 
in the city, and the system which they 
employ in decoying victims is astound- 
ing in its” evil results. am a 
father myself, and I would not make charges 
lightly, but one half of the terrible iniquity 
of Chinatown has not been exposed.’’ It is 
said that the revelations of Emma Pool, a 
young woman who confessed in the toombs 
police court several days ago wasa confirm- 
ed opium smoker, are being investigated by 
the society for the prevention ofcrime. She 
gave the names of a number of childred who, 
she said, were regular habitues of the Chinese 
dens, and claimed that she had seen little 
girls dosed with opium candy by Mott street 
Chinamen in order that they might acquire 
a taste for the drug, thus becoming easy vic- 
tims to worse crimes. _

SUICIDE OF AMASA STONE. 


A Great Businesa Maun Becomes the Victim 
Mental Depression, 

CLEVELAND, O., May 11.—Amasa Stone d: ed 
by his own hand this afternoon. He was the 
founder of Adelbert college, and was exten- 
sively interested in railway and iron interests 
throughout the country. Stone had suffered 
six weeks from insomnia and indigestion. 
He grew worse steadily, and became de- 
pressed in spirits, though he seldom com- 
ylained. He often obtained no more than two 
ites sleep all night, and gradually became 
possessed with the idea that he could not re- 
cover. This, with the losses of late in the 
iron and steel business andthe multiplicity 
of financial cares, is believed to have pro- 
duced fnental derangement. He did not 
leave his bed this morning, having passed a 
sleepless night. At noon he complained of 


feeling exceedingly distressed,and at about 
two o'clock he was left alone 
to obtain, if possible, a little sleep. 


About 4 o'clock his wife went to ascertain 
how he was, and found that he was not in his 
room. She went to the bath room, the door 
of which she found locked. A servant 
climbed through the transom and discovered 
Stone already dead. He was partly dressed, 
and it is supposed that after bathing he was 
seized with a sudden impulse and fired a bul- 
let through his heart. His aim was accurate, 
and death must have been instantaneous. 
The report ofthe revolver was not heard by 
any one. Stone leavesa wife and two daugh- 
ters, one of whom is the wife of Colonel John 
Hay, recently assistant secretary ofstate, and 
the other of Samuel Mather.

ING THE CALL OF DEATH. 


His First latrodaction to Crime—Killing His Captors 
‘ end Making His -Bsoape— Che Fursuit, Fiery 
Eacouster and ;Freeh Eseape—Ono rial

Fort Situ, Ark., May 11.—The trial of 
Martin Joseph, a negro, who killed two men 
after having ravished the wife of one of 
them; Tualisto, an Indian, and William H. 
Finch, of Atlanta; Georgis, has been 
completed. Finch is a son of 
Rey. William H. Finch, who keeps a tail- 
oring establishment in the Georgia capital, 
and once was an alderman of that city. 
Young Finch is quite a musician, and since 
his confinement in jail has kept his fellow- 
prisoners amused with feats on the guitar, 
also with good yocal music. So Finch eyi- 
dently has had good rearing, having, perhaps, 
breathed the atmosphere of a pious house- 


hold, He gotaway outto Fort Sill, where 
he was a barber. This not paying, he 
stole a horse belonging to the 
post and made ior ‘Texas. Sol- 


diers were sent in pursuit, who found him in 
Gainesville. The arresting party consisted of 
Wasa Grimkey, Bush Johnson and Jobn Me- 
Carty. They started back with their prisoner. 
One day, while stopping to *‘noon,”’ Finch 
watched his chance, and. sectring a gun, dis- 
patched twoof the men, took the best horse, 
two pistols and a gun, and leit McCarty to tell 
the sad tale. McCarty, after retreating, came 
back and found oue of the men still alive. Not 
being able to do anything he started for the 
fort, which he reached in the night, and get 
ting help returned to hunt the unfortunate 
men. Losing his way, he did not reach them 
tiilnext morning, when the wounded man 
was found dead. They were taken to the 
fort and buried. ~ This: happened the 16th of 
July, 1882. Soldiers started again for Finch. 
Tracking him, they at last came upon him at 
Denison, Texas, where they found him at the 
depot. The moment Finch ‘saw the soldiers 
he drew his pistols and began a running fire, 
but was soon captured. Being brought back, 
he was turned over to the United States mar- 
shal and incarcerated in the jail at this place. 
As was expected by many, Finch, when ask- 
ed by the judge if he had anything to say 
why sentence of death should not be passed 
upon him, arose, calm and collected, and said 
in a distinct and rather musical voice: 
THE PRISONER'S PLEA, 

‘May it please the court: I know not which 
weighs the heaviest upon me—wonder or 
grief. Both weigh heavilyupon me. I must 
first call to mind the occasion which I am 
called upon to make my appearance before 
the court to-day. This to me is most solemn 
and serious. It is as the sadness of death il- 
self—death, which in a brief while wiil come 
to me with sickle and terror. Alas! alas! for 
such unlucky stars that beamed at my birth. 
But I am not possessed of that obstinate stub- 
bornness characteristic of one whois about 
to have sentence of death passed upon -him, 
or, more generally speaking, a hardened crim- 
inal. Being truly sensible of the singular 
and serious position in which | am placed, I 
can not help but shudder, and must say that 
these are the saddest moments of my life. 

‘‘Death is the destiny ofall men; and being 
a debt of nature which must be paid, I du 
not fear to meet it in its natugal form. bButl 
shudder—lI[ fear—the best of i do so, to diea 
disgraceful and ignominious death. I do not 
make this talk as an effort to save my life. It 
is an effort to seek justice, and to save the 
reputation of my family, whose honor is 
dearer to me than my life. For what is 
life? Itis but a vapor; it appears buta little 
while and then it vanisheth away. It is but 
a spark struck out of nothingness and expires 
in darkness. Nay, it is but a flash out of 
darkness, soon again toreturn. As the old 
Saxon imagination pictured it, it is ‘like 
the-swift flight of a bird from the night 
without, through a lighted chamber 
filled with guests, heated with the breath of 
passion, back into the cold night again.’ The 
strange uncertainty of life is but a mock 
theme of pathos. Nodescription can touch 
all the sorrowful tenderness which death in 
me excites, now become so tragic and so bit- 
ter. O! ignominy! thou are bitterer to me 
than the gall which Socrates drank. It is not 
death I fear—it is the form of death—its ig- 
nominy and the shame of the gallows. Under 
my present circumstances I can not but fill 
my mind with the gloomy images of death, 
and to torment the present by apprehensions 
of the future. 

“But religion does not countenance any 
such morbid anxiety. She comes bearing in 
her hands the tlowers of hope, and, like the 
angel which she is, whispers of the crucified 
Christ. ‘Heisrisen.’’ The star of hope that 
first beamed upon men like me shone from 
the murderer’s dying faith as he hung upon 
the cross, a companion in death with Christ, 
and that same star of hope scatters its rays in 
my heart. Yet I find it hard to banish the 
dread events from me. why so? I have almost 
been honest, and stand guiltiess to-day of 
the crimes for which Iam about to be sen- 
tenced. I stand here and boldly say, and 
with aclear conscience, that I didnot kill 
those two men. If I speak falsely, miser- 
able or bappy souls, whoever you are, 
make your appearance upon the thresh- 
old of this room and cry out, ‘Thou liest!’ 
And to you, (addressing the judge) whose duty 
it is to be tender as well as just, | ask all clem- 
ency you cau give. And n>w farewell earth, 
made wet with tears and blood, farewell, and 
tomy enemies farewell. Time’s brief work in 
the face of eternity, a ray of celestial joy falls 
upon me and takes away every fear, and | now 
know how easy it is to die.” 

Thus ended the most eloquent plea ever 
made by any prisoner atthiseourt. The effect 
on the judge and audience was marked, The 
prisoner was impa-sioned in his utterance, 
and was more than ever pathetic and touch- 
ing. The judge then in a feeling manner re- 
viewed the evidence and passed the sentence. 
Finch now awaits his end, and his execution 
promises to draw from him another oratorical

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THE THOMPSON TRIAL.

Harropspure, May 11.—The jury in the 
Thompson case, as finally made up, consists 
of Andrew Wood, 70; 8. F. Overstreet, 60;

PROSECUTING OPINION, 

Deathly silence prevailed as Mr. Shuck, the 
state attorney, arose to present the case for 
the prosecution: He proceeded as follows:

It 
merits your careful, dispassionate and delib- 
erate consideration.

mind and heart devoid of regard for the rights 
of others. The court will, however, more par- 
ticularly define these lines for you in its in- 
structions. As killing is presumptively mur- 
der, it may be reduced to manslaughter when 
there co-exists heat of passion and a reason- 
able provocation. Heat and passion without 
provocation is not sufficent, nor is provoca- 
tion without heat and passion. A killing in 
madness in its fullest sense is excused by Fie 

A killing in self-defense is excuged by the 
law of manand nature. I desire the jury to 
keep in mind these distinctions, for .thereby 
the evidence can be better considered and the 
more intelligently construed. ; 

THE CASE IN ISSUE. 

‘Walter H. Davis,a young man twenty- 
eight years ofage, joyous and sunny in his 
life, was suddenly killed by the accused. 
W hether that killing was in madness, in self- 
defense, or in sudden heat or passion, with 
provocation, depends upon the facts in the 
particularcase. On the 27th of April Walter 
H. Davis started to Chicago to attend to busi- 
ness engagements in thatcity. He reached 
the stationin Harrodsburg somewhat late, 
and rapidly passei nto the baggage car. The 
accused, with a friend, wasstanding upon the 
platform as Davis passed, and ‘then mani- 
fested some resentmentin his manner, out 
not observed by the deceased. The acudsed 
then passed into the regular coach, and the 
train passed on to the junction. The Cincin- 
nati Southern train was behind time, and the 
Harrodsburg train stood at the usual place. 
The deceased remained in the car. The ac- 
cused came out upon the platform, and came 
up and looked into the baggage-car; but 


whether he saw deceased does not certainly: — 


appear. Thetrain going north soon casme, 
Thompson passed into a car—the smoking 
car—which was about the center thereot, 
when Davis came toward the door. As Davis 
approached the train Thompson came near 
the door. Davis appeared, having his valise 
and coat in bis hands. Thompson was then 
within five feet of him. Davis saluted him 
as usual: ‘How do you do, Phil?’ 

. THE FATAL SHOT. 

Thompson then began to draw his pistol, 
and, as he drew it said: ‘‘You d—n s— of a 
b—, have you the cheek tospeak to me?” As 
Thompson began to draw, Davis, whose hand 
was stuull holding the knob, backed, closing 
the door after him. His valise or coat be- 
came entangled in the door, but was released, 
By this time Thompson was near the door. 
Davis started to get off the train on the east 
side. He was compelled to pass a window. 
Thompson placed the pistol to the window- 
glass and fired a shot, which was fatal. Davis 
fell prone upon the ground and rolled down 
the embankment some ten feet. He gasped 
twice and died. Thompson was not 
mad, not insane, when that 
was fired. His person was 
danger. The shooting was in sudden heat 
and passion, if Thompson told the truth 
by his action. The shot was the result of 
deliberate revenge, if the facts alone are 
to guide us to a conclusion. Thompson, just 
atter the shooting, upon the exclamation of 
afriend, ‘Mv Lord, Phil, what did you do 
this for” said: ‘He had gotten my wife 
drunk and debauched her.’ This declara- 
tion leaves no doubt of the crime of which 
defendant is guilty. He declares his own 
guilt. 

A VICTIM OF DESIGN, 

‘“‘We hold that, under the law, the truth or 
falsity of the charge made by the accused 
against his wife and the deceased can be prop- 
erly brought before this jury. But wemay be 


mistaken in our view of the law. We have DO met. ul 


disposition to assert the charge. We declare 
that Mrs. Thompson is guililess of the charge, 
and is pure asthe snow. The charge is false. 
Again we say that the defendant had no 
reasonable grounds to believe the charge. 
He has been duped either by accident or de- 
sign. Wewill prove by a witness that de- 
fendant’s informant had avowed before the 
killing that she would have revenge upon 
Davis and his wife for a supposed affront to 
her by them.’’ The counsel then went over 
the Cincinnati affair in detail], and then 
closed his statement. While Mr. Mortorf was 
delivering his address the crowd leaned for- 
ward and drank in every word with avidity. 
Many of them stood on the seats or backs of 
chairs, and when the advocate concluded 
there was a hum of approval—perhaps not so 
much an indorsement of his sentiments as 
admiration for his eloquence and power in 
presenting the case for the commonwealth, 
A TALK WITH MBS. THOMPSON. 

During the examination of the venire acor- 
respondent called upon Mrs. Phil Thompson, 
Jr., wife of the accused, at her mother’s resi- 
dence, and had no trouble in hearing her 
statement. Her mother, Mrs. Garrett, was 
present, and while conversing her aunt, 
Mrs. Moore, came inand remained until he 
left. Mrs. apowpson stated. in‘ substance, 
“that she preferred not to add to what she had 
already said for publication, lestshe might say 
something that wouldinjure Phil. She said 
she had been greatly abused, and mistreated, 
and slandered ;*that bad her busband only met 
and listened to her once before the killing 
of Walter Davis all the trouble could have 
been avoided; that she could easily have 
satisfied him of her innocence, andof the 
false reports concerning Davis and herself. 
She says that her husband was misled and de- 
ceived by Miss Jessie Buckner, and Mr. Roth, 
proprietor of theSt. Clair hotel, in Cincinna- 
ti, and the killing of Davis was the execution 
of a wicked plot of Miss uckner’s; that Bi 
Phil had only litened to her pleading letters 
for aconsultation (not that she intended to 
endeavor to persuade him to return to ber 
asher husband, and to receive her as 
his wife), but just simply to. give 
has an opportunity of establishing her entire 
innocence, that Davis would not bave fallen 
by his hands; but rather the character of 
Miss Buckner would have appeared to¢him 
in itstrue light. Mrs. Thompson intimates 
that she knows a great deal that would go 
far toward destroying the evidence of Miss 
Buckner, but forbears to talk about it for the 
reason above stated, further than saying that 
her reputation in Cincinnati was not of 
the most enviable kind, for she had been 
actually turned out. of several hotels under 
circumstances not flattering; and that while 
here in Harrodsburg last January or Februa- 
ry, on a visit, the proprietor of 
the St. Clair, Mr.* Roth, wrote ber that 
when she returned to Cincinnati she must look 
for another boarding house. This wasnot for 
any pecuniary reason, for she always had 
plenty of money. She further says that the 
whole Buckner family were noted for an ut- 
ter disregard for veracity, and that Jessie 
Buckner is an improvement on the stock; 
that Colonel Thompson has said himself they 


were the biggest liars in the country. Mrs. 
Thomp:on asserts her innocence with an air 
of conviction that one cannot 


discredit, especially one who has known 
her from infancy, as a bright and winsome 
girl, and lateras a most beautiful and accom- 
plished woman—the admired, loved and re- 
spected wife of Mr. Thompson—and at pres- 
ent she has more than half the sympathy of 
this community; and I have not been able 
to find one single person who believes her 
guilty, but think she is the victim ef «a 
shrewd, skillfal and designing woman, who, 
to accomplish her own selfish and — 
vims, has wreaked ber vengeance upon her 
as well as upon Mrs. he ey Davis, and 
through the instrumentaMty of her (Mrs, 
Thompson's) husband.

THE WIGGER’S TRIAL.

GRIFFIN, May .11.—The monotony of our 
city has been somewhat relieved the past 
two days; by the preliminary trial of C. H. 


Wiggers for forgery. On March 15, 1883, a 
man who represented himself as. Green 
M, Stark, but whose name was 
James Harrison, made application to 
Nelson & SBarker for ,a loan of five 


thousand dollars, stating (hat he was the abso- 
lute owner of twelve hundred acres of land 
lying in Henry county. The title to this 
land was investigated by an attorney at Mc- 
Donough, in Henry county, and from the re- 
cord an abstract was furnished showing the 
title to said land as being complete. When 
this was furnisbed the Atlanta office, they im- 
mediately sent out a party to took at the 
land. When they arrived at Sunnyside they 
were met by C. H. Wiggers, who stated that 
Green M. Stark could not come to show the 
land, but that he (Wiggers) would take pleas- 
ure in shoWing it tothem. His services were 
accepted, and Wiggers carried them over a 
portion of the land, taking pains to’ 


avoid going to any house inhabited. After 
this investigation was had it* became 


necessary that in orderto get the money an 
affidavit should be furnished as to the identi- 
ty of Green M. Stark, his reliability, ete. 
This fact was made known to Wiggers, who 
was then acting as spokesman in the premises, 
and by direction of a dictation of Wiggers an 
afiidavit was prefaced and handed to Wiggers, 
who promised to get some good nian to 
swear to the facts therein contained and 
probably suggested the name of Benjamin 
Barfield. : This affidavit turned up in a few 
days properly signed and attested bv an 
officer of Spalding county. Green M. Stark 
presented this affidavit to Stewart & Blalock. 
of Jonesboro, who then represented this loan 
compfuny, and as the company had been in- 
formed that the whole thing was a fraud 
allowed the man who represented himself 
as Green M. Stark, and whose 
| real name was James Harrison, to sien all the 
papers, and after the delivery of the money, 
caused his arrest. Upon being arrested he 
told all aboutit, implicating Wiggers with 
the whole transaction, and stating that the 
afiidavit which was sworn to in Griffin by 
him was handed him by Wiggers, with the 
bame of Benjamin Barfield signed, and also 


directed him (Harrison) to tell the officer 
| that he (Harrison) signed. it. The 
declaration on the part of Harrison, 


coupled with the fact that both of them were 
together in Griffin the morniag ihe paper was 
signed, and that Wiggers got the officer to 
come up town early in the morning, saying 
‘hata man wasup town who wanted to sign 
a paper before lim, and that the paper was 
signed in the presence of each other, caused 
the arrest of Wiggers and the trial which re- 
sulted in his being required to give a bond of 
eight hundred dollars to answer the 
charge of torgery at the August term of the 
court. Wiggers has failed to give bond, and 
am imformed if he succeeds in giving bond he 
will be rearrested for the crimes committed 
in this same transaction, The case was well 
represented.

The grand jury of Pike county that likened 
had roads, both in a moral and a material 
sense, to bad whisky; did not overdraw the 
picture. One is as much a wrecker as the 
other, and when the two are joined there is 
trouble in store for a community. The peo- 
ple are, however, warming up on both sub* 
jects; and overin Souch Carolina the chances 
are that bad roads will abolished before 
bad whisky is. Senator Butler is giving all 
his vacation to an investigation of tlre condi 
tion Of the in the state—a condition 
that prevails in all the surrounding states— 
with a view of finding a practical remedy, 
He has the active co-operation of some of the 
best men of South Carolina, and whatever 
conclusions he arrives at will be eagerly dis 
cussed and perhaps adopted in the states that 
are similarly aitlicted. 

The great trade of nearly all Georgia towns 
is the wagon trade. No farmer can get his 
produce to market or his supplies to his farm 
except by using the county roads. Are not 
the merchant and ‘armer everywhere there- 
fore deeply interested in good roads? The 
landowner certainly is. The ma: of family 
who has children that attend school or 
chur’h must also be. Is there anybody in 
Georgia who prefers bad roads to good roads? 
Good roads like anything else of value in 
this world, cannot be had without price. 
They cost semething, but it seems very late 
in the dayjto put before the people of a 
progressive state an argument in favor of the 
cconomy of good roads, Cost as much as 
they may, provided the money is 
well expended, it is economy 
to build good roads: and eacn 
year as our agriculture and other interests be- 
came heavier in amountand more varied, the 
clearer will this economy appear. There is 
perhaps no greater drawback upon the 
prosperity of a community than bad roads. 
People wLo are looking for new homes shun 
such localities; and if Georgia desires to 
lead her sister states it is plain that something 
must be done to improve her public roads. 
Tennessee already has excellent roads, and if 
South Carolina secures a like blessing, Geor- 
gia will either have to keep step to the new 
music or relinguisi: first place.

THE “RING” IN GEORGIA. 

The Sparta Ishmaelite, which was busily 
engaged for a season in criticising what it 
was pleased toterm “the Atlanta ring,’’ Is 
evidently in a state of mind which will 
eventually lead it to revise its Opinions as 
well as itseriticisms. In short, the Ishmaelite, 
ina spirit of fairness that does it infinite 
credit, has about the conclusion 
that the Atlanta ring is a myth. Our con- 
temporary says: 

During the past six years while these charges

If{this rule is ac 
cepted for Getermining the question we are forced 
to the conclusion that there is no ring dividing out 
the offices, the honorsand emoluments of the state. 

Itis true that there are meuin various parts of 
the state in whom the public has confidence, 
vw hose opinions have more or less influence with 
the people, and who take an active part in every 
political contest, but it is also true, so far as our 
observation has gone, thatthe men who are uniied 
in the advocacy of one man in one political contest 
are seldom united in the advocacy of the same per- 
son in the next contest. Toey are not controlled 
oyaring, but by a pure motive and the judgment 
which God has given them exercised fur tacirown 
and the public good. 

There is one important fact connected with 
this business which the editor of the Ishmae- 
lite ignores or fails to remember, and that is 
that the ‘‘ring’’ myth is the invention of cer- 
tain independent leaders in the seventh and 
ninth districts, and sought 
successfully for a time, to divide and demor- 
alize the democratic organization by the vague 
charges implied in the statement that the par- 
ty was controlfed bya “ring”? which carried 
elections and filled oflices contrary to the de- 
sires of the people. The “ring’’ myth repre- 
sented the platform of the independents, and 
they went about crying “‘down with thering.”’ 

When the charges were originally made, 
Tue Constitution warned the people that it 
was the invention of men whose sole purpose 
was to demoralize the 
cratic organization in order to satisfy 
their own personal greed for office. These 
independent leaders were so bitterly opposed 
to the ‘ring’ (which #iad an existence only 
in theirown minds) that they made a seri- 
ous effort to carry their democratic followers 
intothe republican ranks. They failed, and 
failed ‘miserably. The democrats who had 
been deceived by the cry of a “ring” refused 
to follow the independent leaders into the re- 
publican camp, and tbe schemes of the in- 
ventors of the “ring’’ myth collapsed.

There never has been and there never will be 
in Georgia sucha thing asa political “ring.” 
Such a charge answers very well when it is 
made by men who, to accomplish their own 
personal ends, are willing to adopt theorig- 
inal platform and programme 
pendents; bat it can 
any weight with voters who are 
really intelligent. There are men in 
whose judgment and opinions the people have 
confidence, and there are men who in the very 
nature of things exert an influence over the 
masses. This is the only “ring” rule possible 
in Georgia, and, in the very nature of things, 
it is inevitable. ss

Yesterday morning early it was announced that 
Colonel Avery would tender his resignation to 
Governor McDaniel, to take effect on the first of 
Juneat the latest. Later in the day it was said 
that Mr. Seidell would tender his resignation as 
clerk im the executive department. Both of these 
rumors ° proved to .be true. At about 
five o'clock Governor. McDaniel an. 
nounced that he had accepted both of these 
resignations totake effect on the first ef June, and 
that he would appoint Mr. H. E. W. Palmer, o 
Burke county, to take the place of Secretary Avery 
and Mr. W. H. Harrison totake the place of Mr. 
Seidell. There was some surprise at these changes, 
and considerable comment. It is understood that 
Colonel Avery will, upon leaving the executive 
office, give his time to literary and journalistic 
work, in which he has already wou so much dis- 
tinction, and in which. higher ‘honors 
await him. It is understood that Colonel 
Avery leaves the offize with the most pleasant re: 
lations for Governor McDaniel, and that his feel 
ingis reciprocated on the part of the governor: | 
Mr. Seidell will return to the practice of law.it 
Hart county which practice he lefc only at the 
earnest solicitation of Mr. Stephens.

The New York Tribune of Tuesday contains the 
following letter, which itsays was never in print 
before: ‘“‘Lynchburg, Va., June 6, 1882.—Dear sir: 
In reply to your inquiries I have to inform you 
that the town of Chambersburg was burned on 
the same day oa which the demand on it was 
made by McCausland and refused. It was ascer- 
tained that a foree of the enemy’s cavalry was 
approaching, and there was no time for delay, 
Moreover, the refasal was peremptory, and there 
was no reason for delay, unless the demand wasa 
mere idle threat. 

As to the other inquiry, I had no knowledge of 
what amount of money there might be in Cham 
bersburg. I knew that it was a town of some 12,000 
inhabitants. 

The town of Frederick, in Marvland, which was 
a much smallertown than Chambersburg, had in 
June very promptly responded to my demand on it 
for $200,000, some of the inhabitants, who were 
friendly to us, expressing a regret that I 
had not put my demand at $500,000. 
There was one or more national banks at Cham- 
bersburg, and the town ought to have been able to 
raise the sum I demanded. 


and there was no offer to payany sum, The yalue 
of the houses destroved by Hunter, with their con- 
tents, was fully $100,000 in gold, and at the time 
I made the demand the price of gold in 
ereenbacks had very nearly reached $3 and 
was going up rapidly. Hence it was that I required 
the $500,000 in greenbacks, if the gold was not paid, 
to provide against any further depreciation of the 
paper money. 

I would have been fully justified by the laws of 
retaliation in war in burning the town 
giving the inhabitants the opportunity of redeem- 
iug it.

BE MADE ON DOCTOR 
RAINES. 


A FIGHT TO 


The Marictta «end North Georgia Railroad Pecple 
Toreaten to Bring Cherges Againat Him and 
Urge Hie Removal From the Position of 
Physiciauto the Penttentiary, Bre. 
Yesterday it was whispered around that a big 
fight was to be made on Dr. Thomas Raines, physi- 
cian to the penitentiary. It is very generally 
known that the position is one which is very much 


coved, especially by physicians with a moderate 
practice. Whileit pays two thousand dollars per 


annum the dutiesare light and do not requiremuch 
time. As the salary is a sort of “pick up,” 
toaman who livesin Atianta, it is by no means an 
insignificantsum. Phrsicians generally make more 
than two thousand dollars per year but they do not 
collect more than that amount on an average. Con- 
sequently the office isa plum that nearly every one 
wishes could fall to his lot. So that Dr. Raines 
would find more candidates for his position than 
any other in the gift of the governor if he should te 
removed. With that state of affairs existing he may 
therefore not expect so easy a victory if the war on 
him is begun. 

The fight will come from certain of the lessees. 
While it isnot expected that Senator Brown will 
have anything to say against him, itis said that Dr. 
Raines made his first mistake at the Dade coal 
mines. it was charged against him that he was in- 
toxicated while at the residence of Mr. Wells, the 
superintendent, while, that gentleman was away, 
and. when the matter was reported and published, 
Dr. Raines met Mr. Wells, and got from him a cer- 
tificate that he had never seen him drunk, which 
was literally true, as Mr. Wells was away from 
bome when that was publi hed.Sen«xtor Brown came 
very near discharging Mr. Welisfor not making a 
full investigation before he gave the certificate. In 
1879 when there wasa‘reapportiontment and a gerer- 
al division of the convicts Dr, Raines, it is charged, 
put upon the Dade company twelve convicts that 
had to be carried from the hospital to the train, 
some of whom had chronic ailments from which 
they never recovered, while the lease Jaw rote geet 
that the Dade company should have 309 sound, able 
bodied, long term men. Senator Brown was so 
agered at that that he started to prefer 
churges against Dr. Raines and was in the capitol 
for that purpose, when some friend or friends of 
the doctor interposed aad dissurded him. It may be 
inferred that the doctor will not find a warm de- 
fender therefore in senator Brown, The fight, if it 
is begin, will probably be started by General Phil- 
lips, of the Marietta and North Georgia railroad. It 
is said that he will charge that last winter Dr. Raives 
was intoxicated while athis camp and remained in 
bed during his entire stay there, but that he made 
a report when he came back although he had not 
seen asingle convict. Of thi. Dr. Kaines makes a 
flat denial. Hesays thathe was at the camp dur- 
ing a heavy sleet and that, occupying a very un- 
cowfortable shanty, he caught a cold which was so 
severe that he remained in bed two days after he 
came home but he never, at anytime, was intoxica- 
ted at Generai Phillip’s camp, and nevereven saw 
ortasted whisky there. There is a story also told 


that Dr. Raines made an _ improper at- 
tempt to induce Mr. Ww. B. 
Lowe to employ Dr. Thomas Raines, Jr., at 


hiscamp. It is charged that the doctor told Mr. 
Lowethat if he would give his son a plece no fault 
would be found with the camp. Dr. Raines says 
of this, that the camp was in a yery bad condi- 
tion aud he merely suggested to Mr. Lowe the pro- 
priety of having a competent physician to attend 
to the camp. He recommended his son but had 
no idea of doing apything less than holding Mr. 
Lowe’s camp up to the required standard. His 
son was not employed. Dr. Raines says that he 
would not make such a proposition asis charged, 
to any man under any circumstancest 
and stcutly denies its truth. Another thing thae 
will be urged against him is his acting as th 
private physician of Lockett & Co. and W. D. 
Grant’s cumps, the formersat Chattahoochee and the 
latter near West End. Of that Dr. Raines says he 
consulied Governor Colquitt and Governor 
Stephens as to its propriety. and they made no ob- 
jection, The argument egainst him is that acting 
asan umpire to pass judgment upon the conditien 
of the camps he should net be in the pay of 
the 1 ssees as their private physician. His 
opponents say itis like being counse! on both sides 
of xn cise. These are the cha ges that will be laid 
at the doctor's door and against which he is confi- 
dent of his ability to defend himscJf. He has been 
physician of the penitentiary since early in 1879, 
having been an appointee of Governor Colquitt. 
There isa little squabble ov r the last order ap- 
pointing him which may be of interest. 
D:. Kaines’s term of office for 
the last term expired onthe lstof April. Gov 
~ernor Stephens on the 2ist of February atthe doc- 
to”’s urgent request issued an order reeappointing 
him. The order was put away and was notre- 
corded on the minutes of the department. The 
signature was made by a st*mp which Mr. Stephens 
was using atihattime. Governor Stephens told 
Mr. Seidell, his secretary, to put the order away as 
he might change his mind Later Mr. Stephens 
diedand ss Wr. Raines’s term would have ex- 
pired during Governor Boynton’'s term it was nee- 
essary that sometning be done. Accordingly Gov- 
ernor Boynton wrote a ratification of the appoint 
menuton the order and bad the whole thing put on 
the miuutes of the executive office. Dr. Ruines 
now claims that he isin for four years, and cannot 
be removed except forsome fault, or rather thata 
Vacancy does not necessarily arise because anew 
administration hasceme iu. Theecase will be a 
very important one when the fight is begun, which 
will be in afew days.
